‘elino Kubitschek last June in an 
exchange of letters with Presi- 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. At 
that time the President of Brazil 
urged a thorough review of the 
policy of mutual understanding 
on this hemisphere, and said that 
the hour had come to take meas-

tinental unity. 

President Eisenhower’s reply 
warmly endorsed the Kubitschek 
proposal. It emphasized the de- 
termination of the United States

September Meeting 

At their meeting in Washington 
in late September, the American 
foreign ministers recommended 
that the Organization of Ameri- 
can States set up a Committee of 
Twenty-one to study ways to pro- 
mote economic development and 
suggested that President Kubit- 
schek’s “Operation Pan Ameri- 
can” be used as a point of de- 
parture. Officials of the conference 
said this week that no final deci- 
sion would be taken. 

What is likely to come out of 
the conference, they explained, are 
guide lines laid down for reports 
which will be drawn up by eco- 
nomic experts. They foresaw an- 
other meeting of the special com- 
mittee, probably early next year, 
to consider the reports to be 
written by the experts. Final ac- 
tion will not be taken, it was em- 
phasized, until the next regular 
conference of the Organization 
of American States to be held in 
Quito, Ecuador, in January, 1960.

President Juscelino Kubitschek’s Message 
To Meeting of Committee of Twenty-one 


President) Kubitschek, whose initiative is credited with 
launching “Operation Pan American,” sent the following mes- 
sage to the Committee of Twenty-one. It was read by Sr. Au- 
gusto Frederico Schmidt, chairman of the Brazilian delegation: 

On the oceasion of the opening of the activities of the Com- 
mittee of Twenty-one American nations, gathered together by 
reason of the resolution of the informal Conference of the 
Ministers of Foreign Affairs, held on September 23 and 24 in 
Washington, I have asked the representative of Brazil to com- 
municate to the delegations present my lively wish that “Opera- 
tion Pan American” might take on the greatness, the im- 
portance and the significance which | regard as indispensable 
in order to face the present hour with its perils and dynamic 
sequence of events. | do not think that this meeting of the 
nations of all America will be able to remove within a very brief 
space of time the difficulties inherent in the vast size of the 
task which is proposed to them. But | firmly hope that it may 
be possible for us to understand each other and as a result 
stimulate within ourselves the desire to aid each other in a more 
effective kind of way. 

There is a necessity and an urgency to formulate a true 
doctrine for the development of the whole American world. It 
is the principal task, as I see it, of the meeting of the Committee 
of Twenty-one, and it is for this reason that once again I per- 
sist in maintaining the undisguisable political character of 
“Operation Pan American,” now fully launched. No economic 
movement of an international character can justify itself unless 
it grows out of a political idea. For this reason, more than just 
a study of economic solutions, we are aiming with “Operation 
Pan American” at a higher objective, that of agreeing upon 
certain principles and an altered attitude in the face of the 
crisis which threatens our way of life and the democratic rule 
which we hold the only one compatible with the development 
and the ideas of the American nations. I believe that the prob- 
lem of underdevelopment in many areas of the continent is to 
be considered as a true peril for the cause of the West, which 
finds its great bulwark in the New World. 

It is important that Pan Americanism cease being a nursery 
of good proposals and a pretext for generous words in order 
that it assume concrete and effective aspects, thanks to the 
performance of acts of solidarity with their fruitful results. In 
order for us to reach this position, it is essential to have a 
political idea, political understanding in its highest and most 
worthy sense. “Operation Pan American” is, by its very nature,

Economic Choice 
Referring to Mr. C. Douglas 
Dillon, representative of the 
United States on the Committee 
of Twenty-one, Sr. Schmidt added 
that the central question of our 
time is that of the choice to be 
made by a billion human beings 
in the less developed countries on 
the economic system which is to 
aid them in their revolt against 
misery, a choice that will depend 
mainly on the measures which the 
West may take. 

In speaking about the Operation 
Pan American, the delegate de- 
clared that this initiative of Dr.
